. What the Fraternity Is? 


In its organization a fraternity is somewhat akin 


to the -usual benevolent or fraternal order, composed 
of anywhere from ten to seventy chapters, the Held 
of each chapter being a college or university. It is 
a national body, holding national conventions, elect- 
ing national officers, and frequently issuing a preten- 
tious periodical devoted to the interests of the frater- 
nity at large. Its "secrets," its name, its ritual, its 
badge are held commonly by all its members who 
are active during their years at school.. There are 
twenty-five such organizations for men and eight for 
women. 


An individual chapter of a fraternity is a close cor- 


poration of from ten to thirty students, bound.by the 
bonds of "brotherhood" or "sisterhood," situated at 
some one college. Usually it is lodged in a house 
either owned outright or rented by the chapter. At 
any one college from three to twenty fraternities are 
represented: In relation to the college all the frater- 
nities represented at a given school compose the so- 
cial trust. 


At the ordinary Institution, where the activities of 


the fraternities have not been interfered with by fac- 
ulty enactment, John, the freshman student, just 
from home and entering the sacred precincts of the 
campus for the first time, '.r, as much an object of 
avid eagerness as a special cut at a bargain c-ounter. 
Ingratiating young persons, with large cuffs on their 
trousers, rakish hats and pleasant smiles ask leave 
to aid him in registering-, ia moving his baggage, in 
finding quarters for him.

Ordinarily the newcomer is not "hard to impress. 


He is far from the old fireside, usually for the first 
time in his life.

Electing the Big Ones. 


Wbcn it come? to the election of class officers, man- 


agers of various school and class enterprises ami 
leader? in athletic, journalistic, drnmatic and <>ihrr 
subsidiary activities. Tom aud Arthur ^c. *t»i mnr» 


clearly what it means to be a "barb." The "frats" 
iiavc a common interest iu suppressing and circum- 
venting the undesirables, in asserting their own lofty 
superiority, no matter what differences in social 
standing they may have union:; themselves. 
They 


hold caucuses among themselves and, being a solid 
body against a disorganized mass, they win. iu spite 
of their smaller numbers. 
It is seldom that the 


"barbs" are driven into organized opposition and they 
take what offices arc assigned to them, while the 
"frats" get the lion's share. Sometimes these condi- 
tions are overthrown, hut not often. 


Both Tom and Arthur have heard it said that the 


greatest value they can derive from a college educa- 
tion will come from association with their fellows, 
learning how to meet men, setting their own personal- 
ities in relation to others. What they actually find is 
that some other freshman, John, for instance,-has im- 
measurably better opportunities for such social train- 
ins; titan they. John is a member of the social trust; 
they are "bar'os." If it is a coeducational school they 
learn another lesson. The sororities g;ve dances and 
the fraternities give dances. But only sorority girls 
and fraternity boy.-j attend these privileged affairs. 
Tom and Arthur are ff.-e to make acquaintances 
among the "barb" girls. But no sorority girl would 
think of knowing them 'or accepting an invitation 
from them. 


it is an interesting fact that the wealth or rank of 


the student's parents is not tlic only consideration in 
lixing his of lier "frat" availability, though it counts 
for much. Sons and daughters of families known to 
be wealthy are seldom left as "barbs," but those who 
come from obscure homes are frequently included 
among the select. The college community has stan- 
dards of its own which are almost incapable of deli- 
nil ion.

Against this the opponents of the fraternity set tin 


equal chance of clangers. A .chapter is a changing 
. 


quantity, varying constantly iu tone according to the 
character of its members. The strong men of a chap- 
ter may all graduate this year and a very different 
element may dominate next year. A shifting body 
cannot be kept sit a constant level of excellence. The 
hurry of "rushing" and choosing is against accurate 
judgment. The result is sometimes bad. There have 
been ugly scandals ia fraternity houses. 
In many 


cases that have never come prominently to view a 
freshman . has been subjected to evil influence by 
being thrown with a flashy crowd whose true value 
be could not or would not gauge and. whose "bid" he 
had accepted. 


But the opposition to fraternities does not rest so 


much upon alleged ill effects to the members as upon 
alleged ill effects upon the non-members. Besides the 
social advantages, of inestimable value, which "frat" 
men and women enjoy there is very real and practi- 
cal education to be gained in the internal manage- 
ment of these remarkable organizations. Discussions' 
of chapter affairs, the running of the house and the 
table, debates over policy, the lessons to be gained 
from cohesion and the manipulation of the group as 
a iii'it—these are part of the lives.of the fraternities. 
John may have .these things, but Tom and Arthur 
may not have them. 


Aud whyV John has done nothing to show his es- 


sential superiority over the others, Intellectual or 
physical, lie has done nothing to earn this secondary 
college course, which by some is held to be more 
valuable than what he gets in the class rooms. 
A 


word, a look, a way of wearing his clothes, uu air of 
being at ease, the known fact that he "comes from 
gomi family," any of these things has swung tile 
pendulum his way. He may be superior to the others, 
lint in that case they uccd the help and the privileges 
nmri: than he does. • 


High school, fraternities lind very few supporters 


outside of, their immediate members and ari never 
seriously defended. The advantages that -ome from 
:i college secret society apply iu but slight degree to 
Hie high scliool body, and there is uo excuse beyond 
imitation for its prcsi'iice. The college fraternities 
dci nut favor the high scliool societies, have no con- 
nection wills them and in some schools will not take 
their members. But it lias remained for a high school 
principal to snirgt'st a solution that lias been taken 
up and urged as the only way out of the wbole prob- 
h-ni. He admits certain points in favor of the frater- 
nities and would liko to keep them. 
But—^— 


"Itemove the false distinctions." he says. "Have it 


so thai every freshman is expected to jotu some fra- 
ternity and leave the choice to him or to her. Then all 
may share tiie good and uoue will he deprived or 
slinmed. As the situation stands now th« fraternity

Thus the gravest charge brought against the fra- 


ternity as an institution is that it is un-American, un- 
democratic. H is declared that Uic stigma of unwortb- 
iness brought by, the artificial "barb" aud "frat" dis- 
tinctions against young men and young women has 
bliirhted many a promising ambition. Students that 
In jroins to college have taken the first timid step 
alone have found themselves apparently wanting in 
something: because they were not included among 
the desirable, it has heen snid that the.resulting dis- 
couragement Ims ruined thousands of careers, that 
thousands of others have 1:01 gained all they were en- 
litlol to from a college, course, and th.il the continu- 
ance of the iwnvcr of the fraternities constitutes a d!»

.Vigorous Exercise, a Diet That Does Not Produce Flesh 


and Hot Water Baths. 


To reduce nesh patience and regu-1 


larity are needed. 7or, to practise the 
treatment spasmodically, for a week or 
two, will not bo sufficient to accom- 
plish any marked results. But by the 
end of four weeks there should be an 
Improvement. 


Rapid reduction can be gained only, 


as a rule, at the loss of physical 
strength, and It Is for thin reason that 
I am not in favor of hot baths and 
other heroic measures. 
They are too 


likely to affect the heart, and it is far 
"better to live regjilarly and simply, 
take physical exercise In moderation, 
or at least with intelligence, and let 
the change come gradually.

-Almost any exercise that Induces 


.perspiration will take off flesh. Turk- 
ish baths aid in the treatment, if th° 
patient stays long In the hot room, but 
•It must be remembered that such a 
method is not for those who have weak 
hearts. 


In this reduction regimen all foods

This means that only the lean parts of 
meat are to be eaten, and that pork, 
bacon, etc., must he abolished. Eggs 
and fish (except mackerel, blue carp

.1 cake, Is not to be eaten, unless mnde 
of that flour from which the starch 
has been extracted. 
There Is such 


made. Gravies and sauces of all kinds, 
except tomato, and not that if it is 
sweetened, should be avoided. 


This is not a severe cutting down :<t 


:he diet, if carried out dally. There IK 
no occasion for being hungry, and only 
where. for one reason or another, hasty 
reduction Is imperative should one go 
without a sufficient quantity of food. 


No amount of dieting will secure the 


desired thinness If physical exercise is 
not taken at the same time, and none 
s better than walking, provided the 
gait is sufficiently rapid to Increase 
the circulation and wear down soft 
flesh. That the fat Is spft, when It is 
excessive, there Is never any doubt, so 
that one has but to work cords and 
muscles to attain the end for which 
she or he Is striving.

How to Decorate Plate Rails 


in Small Dining Rooms 


The prettiest dining room walls are 


those decorated with china, instead 'of 
pictures, for this treatment gives dis- 
tinction from any other room. Pieces 
selected for the walls must, of necessi- 
ty, be striking, either In color or shape, 
preferably both. They may be large or 
small, for, odd though it may seem,

With plate racks around the walls 


we are all familiar, and. yet they grow 
tiresome. 
But unless 
the 
reach of 


wooden shelf Is made too long, they 
can be most attractive. 
,An arrangement that 
is useful If 


placed between two windows, consists 
of a shelf fifteen.inchcs at Its widest In 
the middle, narrowing down 
to six 


Inches, and then one, at either corner. 
The swell thus made gives plenty of 
room for holding a large salad bowl. 
Ten Inches below is 
another 
shelf, 


having a serpentine front, and of the 
same length as the upper. A brass 
rail two Inches wide placed around the 
edge holds the dishes In place. 


For hanging plates there are light 


weight brass racks which do not-sho\v. 
Brass hooks hold cups by the handles. 
If plates or platters are placed upright 
on shelves. It is nibst Important that 
they should be secured from slipping, 
either by narrow strips of wood tacked 
about two inches from the back, the 


plates being put behind these, or By 
grooves In the shelf. 


China selected for decorative pur- 


poses should have little white about It, 
and the patterns must be large In "size, 
as well as bold in design. Some of the 
so-called "cottage" figures are partic- 
ularly effective, while old blue willow 
is lovely. Real old Canton, and even 
the reproductions, are especially suited 
to walls, so Intense and satisfactory to 
the blue.

Now fill this with concrete, tamped in

more, about 7 Inches thick; then upon 
this lay your re-enforcing rods. These 
are not absolutely necessary, but as 
they make the permanency o£ the work 
a positive fact it is advisable to use 
them. These rods can be quarter-inch 
iron rods and are laid two to the foot 
each way, as shown in sectional illus- 
tration. 


After re-enforcing rods are in place 


fill with concrete until your depth of 
bottom is exactly twelve inches from 
the foundation. This gives the bottom 
above firebox a thickness o£ four 
inches, which is ample, and for usual 
purposes three inches would do. 


Place the inside form or core in posi- 


tion and fill to the top with concrete 
and allow to stand in the forms until 
it begins to harden. 


Then carefully remove the forms so 


as not to injure the work and paint the 
Inside or walls of tank with a mixture 
of water and cement of the consistency 
of thick cream. 


Put this on just like paint and one or 


two good coats. This will bond with 
the concrete and give a smooth finish 
to the walls, and is an aid to making 
the concrete more waterproof. 


If it is desired to make the tank ab- 


solutely impervious to the water it con- 
tains you can use the wax system. This 
is done in the easiest manner by dis- 
solving the paraffin wax in gaeoline. 


For one tank a single cake in a. quart 


of gasoline is enough. Shave the wax 
up fine and it will dissolve quickly. 


Paint this on the inside walls of the 


tank-after you have applied the cement 
and water. Do not 
apply until the 


concrete is thoroughly dry, and as the 
gasoline evaporates, leaving the paraf- 
fin impregnated in the wall, you have 
an absolute protection against the wa- 
ter soaking into the concrete. 


If applied in the above proportions 


and then allowed to dry before the tank 
Is used there will be no effect of either 
the gasoline or wax in the water. 


The best mixture for the walls of the 


tank is a mixture of one part Portland 
cement to two parts of- sand and three 
parts of small gravel, averaging about 
one-half inch in size. This is best used 
very wet' and "puddled" or poured in 
like wet mud, as then the excessive 
moisture in the concrete will aid in 
compressing the concrete or increasing 
the density. Again, it will shrink when 
dry from two-sixteenths to one-fourt\. 
of an inch and thus enable the forms tc 
to 1>e taken away easier. For the bot- 
tom, i. e., up to the floor level, you can 
use a leaner mixture of about 1, 2, 4. 
This will do very well for that part of 
the tank-and be fully-strong enough for 
the work.

Botuilt of New Mexico Experiment Station. 
After all that has been written con- 


cerning spineless cactus as a forage 
plant it would seem somewhat su- 
perlluous to call the attention of stock- 
men to the value of the cacti upon 
their ranges at this season of the year. 
But the mental step between spiny 
cacti and spineless ones seems to be 
a long one, and one that few take 
readily. 


I quote from a bulletin by the bu- 


reau of plant industry, "The Prickly 
Pear and Other Cacti as a Food for 
Stock." by Dr. David Griltiths: "Prickly 
pear, although poor in nutritive qual- 
ity, can be fed to decided advantage 
under several conditions and for sev- 
eral purposes: (1) To save cattle dur- 
ing prolonged drought, when other more 
nutritious food is scarce." 


Now this statement applies to any 


kind of cactus that is big enough to 
furnish any quantity of forage, being 
especially true of the prickly pears 
and cane cacti. 
The truth of this, 


statement is vouched for by many who 
have tried it. 


This is by no means the only usi 


for cacti, but at this season of the year 
when all feed is dry and there is very 
little of it, when the water supply i 
poorest, it would seem to be a mos 
important one. 


This shor* article is written to call 
tie attention of those stockmen who 
ave already availed themselves of the 
upply. and more especially those who 
re losing stock, to the fact that they 
>robably have upon their ranges a for- 
ge which may be available to their 
lock by a little work. 
Spineless cacti will not grow in the 
pen range of New Mexico. In fact, 
heir thorns and spines together are 
>ne of the characters that make it im- 
possible for cacti of any kind to live 
on the open ranges. And even this de- 
'ensive armor is insufficient to protect 
hem from a number of eneniies. But 
the spines do protect them from stock,

We find from figures given in "War- 


rington's Chemistry of the Farm" that 
when fed to oxen all except 3.9 per 
cent of this nitrogen is voided either 
as a solid or liquid excrement, that. 
73.5 percent is voided as liquid excre- 
ment, hence the importance of keeping 
plenty of absorbent at hand. 


We also find that 14.7 per cent of the 


nitrogen is retained in the body when 
the food is given to pigs. Twenty-one 
per'cent is voided in the solid excre- 
ment and 64.3 per cent voided as liquid 
excrement. 


There is a marked difference between 


the ox and the pig in this respect, due 
to the rapid growth of the pig. 


As to the ash constituent of food, the 


same author says that 2.3 par cent o£ 
the ash of the food is stored up in the 
body and that 97.7 per cent is voided in 
the excrement when flie feed Is given 
to an ox, while a pig will retain 4.5 
per cent of the ash of the food and 
void 9S.5 in the excrement. These fig- 
ures show that only a small per cent 
of the plant food is sold off the farm 
when animals are fed the products and 
that the. rapid exhaustion of the soil's 
fertility is a result of carelessness and 
lack upon the part of the farmer of 
properly -.managing the various farm 
operations.

Of the various feeds which, are the 


most palatable corn silage is without 
doubt the cheapest and most effective 
to add to the ration. It is a valuable 
feed for dairy and beef cattle and also 
for horses, calves and sheep. Many of 
the leading Wisconsin farmers find that 
silage can be handled as cheap, i£ not 
cheaper, than the corn, crop can be 
handled in the usual manner. 
Silage 


furnishes a succulent feed with very 
little waste, and is always ready to 
".se. 
•In combination with alfalfa or clo- 


ver, with a mixture of corn or barley 
for grain, silage furnishes an espe- 
cially, good ration, all grown on the 
farm and cheaper than mill feeds. The 
importance of palatability cannot be 
overestimated, as it increases 
the 


amount of feed eaten and, when prop- 
erly assimilated, the more the animal 
eats' the larger product it will re- 
turn. 
A ton of mixed hay occupies 400 cubic 


feet o£ space, and eight tons o£ corn 
silage can be put in the same amount 
of room. The toa of mixed hay con- 


.ains about 960 pounds of digestible' 
dry matter, while eight tons of silage 
contain' 2,560 pounds of dry matter. 
This one point of'the economical stor- 
age of the corn crop, 'when put up in 
:he form of silage, is worthy of atten- 
tion where a large number of animals 
are fed. 


The cost of handling the corn crop in 


the form of silage is less than when 
any other method is used. One of the 
leading Wisconsin farmers reports that 
it cost him 50 to 60 cents per ton, or 
$7 per acre, to put .his corn crop into 
the silo. The same area of corn would 
yield about 150 baskets, which would 
cost him J8 for husking-, while the cost 
of cutting-, stacking, - shredding 
and 


grinding would be about double what it 
costs to put the same crop into tha 
silo. 


The advantages of feeding silage dur- 


ing periods of drought is fully appre- 
ciated by those who have tried it Dur- 
ing the latter part of last summer 
Wisconsin suffered a severe drought 
and corn silage was- fed to the uni- 
versity dairy herd. The flow of milk 
was nev»r kept up so well during the

fairly mild climate, while the station 
at Rampart is close to the Arctic circle. 


C- Georgeson, special agent in charge 
ait the stations, in his annual report 


recently issued by the United States 
Department of Agriculture declares un- 
qualifiedly that "Alaska is an agri- 
cultural country," that good hay can 
be produced "in any quantity" for win- 
ter feeding, while the native grasses 
"can maintain live stock in excellent 
condition in summer." He says also 
that "potatoes, cabbage,
